WHEREAS, the City of Salem has been in negotiation with 5 Broad Street LLC 
regarding a development consisting of fifteen units of market rate housing, one unit of 
affordable housing reserved for families earning less than 60 percent of median area 
income at 5 Broad Street; 

WHEREAS, 5 Broad Street LLC has applied for certification under the Massachusetts 
Housing Development Incentive Program created by Chapter 40V of Massachusetts 
General Laws; 

WHEREAS, the project proposed by 5 Broad Street LLC meets the minimum 
requirements of the Housing Development Incentive Program and the local objectives of 
the City of Salem’s Housing Development Zone Plan;

North Street – Parking Prohibited at Certain Times on Certain Streets – in front of #190, 
for a distance of twenty-five (25) feet. Thirty (30) minute parking, from 8:00 A. M. to 5:00 
P. M. (3/5/99)  
 
North Street – Parking Prohibited at Certain Times on Certain Streets – southbound on 
the westerly side in front of #107 North Street, for a distance of forty (40) feet, "Thirty 
(30) minute Parking Limit" (6/9/05) 
 
North Street – Parking Prohibited at Certain Times on Certain Streets – easterly side 
from Foster Street extending 117 feet in a north westerly direction in front of #112 thru
